WASHINGTON, Oct. 5—(ZP)—Congress today was in a state of: 
1. Confusion over controlling atomic energy. 
2. Harmony over cutting taxes. 
3. Admiration for Admiral Nimitz. 
Senators clattered down the long Capitol corridor to the House 
chamber for a joint session to hear a speech by the famous admiral. 
Admiral Chester W. Nimztiitz 
told Congress today Japan had 
more planes and a bigger army at 
the end of the war than she had 
at Pearl Harbor—and yet took a 
terrific beating. 
Nimitz, home for a whopping 
hero’s welcome that included a 
1,000 plane escort, said the enemy 
had no alternative except surrend­ 
er even before atomic bombs were 
dropped and Russia entered the 
war. 
It was the only speech scheduled 
in Congress today. 
Atom Bomb Explosion 
Despite President Truman’s re­ 
quest for speed in dealing with 
atomic force, Congress has put off 
any action until next week. 
The President has 
asked 
the 
law-makers to let him name an 
atomic energy commission to gov­ 
ern the peacetime development of 
atomic 
power 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
A bill to do this has been intro­ 
duced in the House and Senate. 
But there is bitter disagreement 
over which committees ought to 
consider it. Some law-makers be­ 
lieve a deep question is involved: 
How much 
influence will the 
Army have over peacetime atomic 
development? 
The Army had a hand in writ­ 
ing the atomic bill, and Democrat­

Russia Blamed for Complete 
Failure of Allied Confab; 
Deadlock Deliberate

Oct. 5.—(ZP)—A pale, weak sun 
broke through the rain clouds just 
before noon today to end a two- 
hour drizzle that threatened the 
third game of the 
1945 World 
Series. 
The infield had remained cover­ 
ed throughout the morning hours 
and there had been no signs of 
life on the entire field, but the Tig­ 
ers finally began drifting out of 
their dugout exactly at 12 o’clock 
and it appeared certain the game 
would get under way on schedule 
at 1:30 P. M. EST. 
The Cubs, too, showed up in 
their dugout to look over the sit­ 
uation, and the approximately 9,- 
000 fans on hand by this time sent 
up a loud roar. 
The two teams went into this 
third game tied at one win each, 
with Southpaw Stubby Overmire 
pitching for the Tigers and Fidgety 
Claude Passeau serving for the Na­ 
tional Leaguers. 
The upper and lower tiers of the 
bleachers appeared just about full, 
and the chances were for a third 
straight turnout within shouting 
distance of the 55,000 mark. 
Nearly 450 Detroiters gave up 
their seats for the third World 
Series game today to make room 
for wounded veterans. 
Offers of tickets and cash dona­ 
tions poured in by the thousands 
after the plight of the overlooked 
veterans was publicized. 
Within the infield still wearing 
its tarpaulin overcoat, the Tigers 
went back into their dressing room 
a t 12:15. 
The 
Cubs, 
however, 
spread out along the right-field 
line and began loosening up with 
half a dozen games of catch. 
The band, which had been play­ 
ing weather music in one of the 
runways under the stands, came 
out with the sun, took its accus­ 
tomed spot on the Centerfield grass, 
and went to work. 
Apparently it had been decid­ 
ed to forego batting practice for 
the third game, for at 12:20, the 
hitting cage was folded up and 
wheeled off to its resting place 
under the stands. 
The Tigers remained 5 to 6 fav­ 
orites with the bettors among the 
early arrivals to win this one be­ 
hind their erratic southpaw, Stub­ 
by Overmire, and take a two to 
one lead in games in the series. 
The cubs remained firm in their 
pitching choice for this third tilt— 
the

righthander, 
Claude Passeau.

By RUSSELL BRINES 
TOKYO, Oct. 5.—(ZP)—Japan's 
cabinet, unable to hew to General 
MacArthur^ decrees for a new 
birth of freedom in the fallen em­ 
pire, quit today and aides of for­ 
mer foreign minister Shigeru Yo- 
shida said an announcement on a 
new cabinet would be made to­ 
morrow. 
The day ended without official 
indication a 
new 
premier had 
been named, and reports persisted 
the 
moderate 
Yoshida 
himself 
would take the helm of govern­ 
ment despite his own denials. 
Emperor Hirohito accepted the 
resignations of 
Prince 
Higashi- 
Kuni and his entire cabinet with 
the comment, “That is good,” and 
made it clear that he would ask 
MacArthur’* prior approval of the 
next premier. 
Yoshida, a career diplomat, told 
Japanese interviewers that “it is 
not I,” but they pointed out that 
he “is always foxy and wouldn’t 
admit it 
beforehand 
anyway 
They added that two visits they 
said he made to the imperial pal 
ace today—and two calls at Mac­ 
A rthur^ 
headquarters—indicated 
his selection and approval. 
Prince Fumimaro Konoye, re­ 
portedly also a possible choice as 
new premier, visited Yoshida at 
7:30 P. M.

earlier had reported that Hiro­ 
hito was dispensing with the tra­ 
ditional advice of Japan’s elder 
statesmen

The cabinet to be named by the 
incoming premier may not have 
army and navy ministers. Japa­ 
nese government authorities said 
these posts have been retained up

The Japanese ministry of edu

bond youths for future opera­ 
tions: 
1. Illicit sexual relations be­ 
tween Allied troops and Ger­ 
man women. 
2. Lawless behavior of armed 
bands of foreign displaced per­ 
sons—chiefly Poles—toward the 
defenselesa civilian population. 


STRIKE OF STUDENTS 
IN ARGENTINA ENDS 


BUENOS AIRES, Oct. 5.—(ZF)— 
Argentina’s nation-wide student 
strike against the Farrell-Feron 
government ended in defeat today, 
with one student dead, others in­ 
jured and some 1,500 in jail. 
A curt police communique said 
that “forces of authority” had oc­ 
cupied buildings of the nation’s six 
universities and ousted students 
barricaded within, writing finis to 
the “civil 
disobedience” 
move­ 
ment which involved some 30,000 
male and female students. 
Col. Filomeno Velazco, chief of 
federal police who gave the stu­ 
dents their baptism of fire last 
night, ordered a few guards left 
at the emptied buildings to pre­ 
vent further disorders, after last 
night’s clash 
between students 
and Nationalists in w'hich a 20- 
year-old youth was killed by gun­ 
fire. 
The revolt began when the stu­ 
dents of the six Argentine univer­ 
sities occupied their buildings Ii 
protest against repressive govern­ 
mental measures.

It really looks as though we are 
getting 
ahead 
with the colossal 
task 
of 
eliminating 
despotism, 
militarism, 
barbarism and other 
i>ms 
of 
evil 
from Japan and 
Germany . 
Both MacArthur and Eisenhow­ 
er have made further sensational 
moves in ehe reformation of these 
criminal 
nations. The two gen 
erals, having beaten their swords 
into plo*,v-shares. are digging deep 
and 
ripping 
up 
the poisonous 
roots. 
Indeed, in the case of medieval 
Japan, 
the 
sudden removal of 
governmental 
repression 
of 
thought and action from the pub­ 
lic has created a situation that 
may 
result in rebellion 
to do 
away 
completely 
with Nippon’s 
ancient autocratic rule. However, 
MacArthur 
is only carry ing out 
the Potsdam proclamation of the 
Big Four on July 26, calling on 
Japan to surrender. 
“ The 
Japanese 
government,” 
said this statement, “ shall remove 
all obstacles 
to the revival and 
strengthening 
of 
the 
Japanese 
people. Freedom of speech and re­ 
ligion and of thought, as well as 
respect for the fundamental hum­ 
an rights, shall be established." 
This recently 
was emphasized 
in 
a directive from Washington, 
and MacArthur was told that if 
the people restored to the use of 
force 
in seeking political reform, 
he wasn’t to interfere any more 
than necessary to protect United 
Nations 
interests. 
So when the 
Jap government still clung to re 
pressive 
measures, 
the general 
struck. 
The 
supreme commander y es­ 
terday 
decreed 
a Magna Carta 
for Japan. 
He ordered the gov­ 
ernment 
to 
remove 
all bars to 
freedom of speech, 
religion and 
assembly s. 
He 
further 
decreed 
the disbandment 
of the “ Jhought 
police.” which were the equiva­ 
lent of Germany ’s 
gestapo, and 
ordered the release of their 3,000 
political prisoners who had been 
locked up—some for many y ears 
—for ex pressing ideas displeasing 
to the pre-surrender government. 
Today 
the 
Japanese 
cabinet 
resigned rather than obey Mas- 
Arthur’s 
order. The 
Mikado is 
said to have remarked, upon re­ 
ceiving 
the resignations, “ that is 
good and I accept.” The retiring 
premier, Higashi-Kuni interpreted 
this as meaning 
that a 
stronger 
ministry and one more acceptable 
to the Americans could be formed. 
As the result of this explosion, 
neutral observers believe that re­ 
bellion 
against the imperial re 
gime is a strong 
possibility . 
I 
don’t 
think 
we should jump to 
conclusions 
at this juncture, but 
simply recognize that the poten­ 
tialities of a popular upheaval are 
there. 
Over 
in Germany Eisenhower 
is tearing fiercely at the roots of 
Nazism.

in small outposts just 
over the international date line,

This 
succession, 
moving 
continuously 
for 
the full 
24 hours, will find 
Eskimos 
off 
the west 
coast of 
Alaska 
among 
the last to take 
Communion. 
Thus will be com 
pleted the

when churchmen every where will

Au interesting ex periment is being per­ 
form ed by some social work agencies. They 
a re charging fees for assistance to families 
who think they n eed it. T he size of the fee 
r a n g e s from one to three dollars per hour, 
with people who cannot afford to pay taken 
care of free.

economic. 
Family 
wage- 
♦■arners had no jobs. Kent, groceries and 
clothing were the prime concern. But with 
more and better-pay ing jobs the social trou­ 
bles did not cease. Div orce rates rose. Child 
dev elopment 
problems multiplied. Middle- 
class people complained that 
nobody 
did 
any thing for them. Pov erty -stricken peo­ 
ple with family troubles got the assistance 
of trained social workers free and well-to- 
do people could afford ex pensiv e psy chia­ 
trists. The white-collar family needed help 
just as much and did not know where to 
turn. Putting social agencies on a self-re­ 
specting fee basis seem* one answer. 
A person in trouble needs a listener— too 
often it’s a friend who knows nothing of 
cause* ly ipg 
behind 
behav ior 
problems. 
W rong adv ice is giv en 
and 
the problem 
magnified. Cases of simple emotional ill­ 
ness often y ield to discussion by a social 
worker who knows what to say — often ad­ 
v ising a medical look-ov er. 
The new plan 
looks 
like part 
of the 
g row ing consciousness of possibilities of 
curing or prev enting mental illness. Many 
family troubles are not moral but based 
on simple mental or phy sical causes which 
can tie remov ed.

» tan cea an attack of the d isease is 
preced ed by a cold or sore throat. 
Pain an d Swellin g 
In rheumatic fever, there usu­ 
ally are pain an d swellin g in the 
join ts, aome fever, an emia or les­ 
sen in g of the colorin g in the blooo, 
poor appetite, an d similar sy mp­ 
tom*. Often , d n mago to the heart 
valve* 
an d the 
heart 
muscle 
occurs. Sore throats prod uced by 
hemoly tic streptococci, particular­ 
ly , may lead to rheumatic fever. 
Hen ce, when ever a patien t is oh 
served who ha* this ty pe of sore 
throat an d recover* slowly from it, 
or has fever in the even in g, it may 
be rheumatic fever d evelopin g. 
Sore Throat Patien ts 
Such patien ts with sore throats 
should be placed immed iately on 
a caiefully plan n ed program. This 
should con sist, first of all, of com­ 


plete re« t in bed which « hould be 
con tin ued un til all sign s of in fec­ 
tion have cleared up. The sur­ 
roun d in gs should be quiet an d 
there should be some mean s of 
keepin g the patien t from becom­ 
in g restless, such as givin g him 
limited thin gs to d o. As the pa­ 
tien t improves, the amoun t of ac­ 
tivity may be grad ually in creased . 
Good n ursin g care will d o much 
to promote rest, sleep an d men tal 
d iversion . A d aily bath of warm 
w ater an d atten tion to the d iet an d 
elimin ation are also helpful. The 
d iet should h# n utritious, con tain ­ 
in g all of the n ecessary food parts. 
Baliey latea Useful 
Salicy lates are the on ly d rugs 
which seem to be useful in rheu­ 
matic fever in sofar as is kn own 
at presen t. They have a pain -re­ 
lievin g an d fever-red ucin g action . 
However, it ia n ot probablt that 
they have an y effect on the prog­ 
ress of the d isease. They also d o 
n ot seem to have an y action in pre­ 
ven tin g recurren t attacks. 
If the heart is so severely d am­ 
aged as to cause shortn ess of 
breath an d rapid heart beat, tha 
givin g of ox y gen may be ’ elpful. 
It would appear that the sul­ 
fon amid e d rugs have value, if they 
are employ ed when the patien t has 
a sore throat, in helpin g to pre­ 
ven t an other attack of rheumatic 
fever.

5 - The only waj the peace can

A change of attitude by Russia 
docs not require 
such unreason­ 
able or suicidal action. She has 
only to manifest a genuine desire 
for agreement 
by having Stalin 
reverse Molotov, or by renewing 
negotiations at the foreign minis­ 
ter level or initiating a movement 
for a B,g Three meeting of Stalin, 
Attlee and Trum an, thus showing 
in any convincing way her good 
faith. 
One of these latter courses is 
anticipated as the next develop­ 
ment. This is the real inner basis 
of 
the hope here— neither over­ 
interpreted, nor underinterpreted.

2—Her position challenged the 
whole United Nations peace setup.

break, mentioned by Byrnes, was 
Russian refusal to let France in 
on

except the Italian 
treaty and China in on anything 
Europe. 
The whole idea of the peace set­ 
up is a five nations 
theory. The 
principle 
of San Francisco, Dum­ 
barton Oaks and the earlier Roose­
